In Grave Danger 


Unless Congress acts within 10 days, 
the 19-year-old Trade Agreements Act 
that helped to lick worldwide depres- 
sion will expire. And with it will die 
the hopes of the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration to make the “Trade Not Aid’ 
slogan a reality. 

The truth of the matter is that the 
age-old high-tariff advocates have been 
engaged in one of the most bitter back- 
scenes lobbying attacks in decades on 
moves for freer trade. 


Sabotage of the reciprocal trade pro- 
gram is being pushed under the guise 
of a substitute bill sponsored by Rep. 
Kenneth M. Simpson (Rep., Pa.). It 
would place restrictions on the Pres- 
ident’s power to negotiate agreements 
and would clamp import quotas on 
products from nations that are among 
Our best customers. 

In the meantime, Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Benson reports that exports of 
American farm products declined in 
value in March for the ninth consec- 
utive month. For the 10 months end- 
ing April 30, shipments were about 26 
per cent below the like period a year 
earlier. Here in Georgia, shipments 
through our ports have declined ap- 
proximately one-third in recent months. 

It all adds up to this: The margin 
of prosperity for farmers and many 
other. groups lies in the volume of ex- 
ports. If surplus farm crops cannot be 
sold abroad, we must either curtail 
production or continue a costly govern- 
ment buying program that affects the 
pockets of every taxpayer. 

Moreover, if through high tariff 
barriers. we restrict our markets to our 
Allies, they cannot earn the dollars to 
trade with us. If we expect to seil to 
them, then we must either give them 
the dollars to buy from us or permit 
them to earn them in trade. A policy 
of “no trade, no aid” would again sow 
' the seeds for depression. We are still 
reaping the harvest from the last one. 

It is now evident that only the most 
determined action by the President will 
_ fave the reciprocal trade program for 
even one year. 

For a Congress that was to spear- 
- head a gigantic new legislative pro- 
gram, the gentlemen in Washington 
will have to set some sort of record if 
they are to adjourn in July with a re- 
spectable amount of work behind them.

Everest’s 29,002 feet set the ceiling 
which man can reach and still keep 
his own feet on terra firma.

New Trouble for West 


_ Whenever a bright spot appears on 
the international scene these days there 
seems always to be a new crisis else- 
where. The thought leads us to note 
that there is a national election in Italy 
this week end and the possible results 
do hot look promising. 

Reporters on the scene say that the 
present slender coalition of center 
parties may be toppled from power 
with a majority of the voters going 
either to the Left or to the Right—away 
from the painstakingly nurtured idea 
of democracy. In other words, there 
may be increased strength for the Com- 
munists on the one hand and the Fas- 
cists on the other, endangering the 
middle-of-the-road policies of Premier 
de Gasperi’s Christian Democrats. 

Although Italy has made _ great 
strides toward recovery from the devas- 
tation of war, she is plagued by over- 
population, scanty resources, and un- 
employment. Her unfavorable trade 
balance, brought about by the fact 


that she must import huge quantities 
of raw materials, adds to the general 
impoverishment. 

‘ With American aid, she is making 
progress in solving her problems, How- 
ever, the slowness in bringing about 
improvements in general living condi- 
tions is leading to increasing impa- 
tience among the Italian people. 

Since Italy forms the southern hub 
of the Atlantic Pact defense forces in 
Western Europe and since she dom- 
inates the Mediterranean lifeline to 
Greece, Turkey the Middle East and 
Asia, the importance of what happens 
there this week end cannot be over- 
emphasized.

Misinterpretation 


Of Ike’s Powers 


WASHINGTON—Judging by letters and 
comments from different parts of the coun- 
try, including some press and radio inter- 
pretations, there are many persons in 
America who do not know what the Con- 
stitution of the United States really pro- 
vides concerning’ the conduct of foreign af- 
fairs. Erroneous concepts seem to prevail 
that the President is a kind of dictator or 
absolute monarch in this field and that the 


Congress has no right 
to question but must 
serve only as a rubber 
stamp to validate any 
action he may decide to 
take with reference to 
foreign nations. 

Such mistaken im- 
pressions have been 
given wide currency in 
connection with the ac- 
tion last week of the Sen- 

ae ate apropriations com- 
mittee, which by a vote of 20 to 4, added 
a provision to the State department's ap- 
propriation bill declaring that no funds 
shall be furnished for the support of the 
United Nations if Red China is admitted to 
the Security Council. 

Later, Senate Republican leaders capitu- 
lated to President Eisenhower and scrapped 
the rider to cut off UN funds. In any event, 
the Senate committee’s action last week 
was no infringement on the powers of the 
executive nor is it outside the prerogatives 
of Congress to refuse to appropriate money 
for an international purpose if it so desires. 

In his criticism of the American Consti- 
tution, Clement Attlee, former prime min- 
ister of Great Britain, was- essentially right 
when he declared that, in any meeting with 
Malenkov, the American President would 
have no authority to commit this country to 
such undertakings as might be agreed 
upon by the British and French premiers. 
For that is a fundamental difference be- 
tween America’s system of government and 
the parliamentary system prevailing in 
Britain and France. 

Mr. Attlee may be forgiven for an aca- 
demic discussion on the merits of the 
American system because he is so well 
sold on his own system. 

But what Mr. Attlee can’t be forgiven is 
his proposal that Red China be admitted 
to the UN as soon as an armistice is signed 
in Korea. It was this that touched off for 
a brief time a serious cleavage between the 
President and Congress, now happily 
reconciled. 

Though an argument can be made that 
the UN charter calls for a seat for ‘‘The 
Republic of China’ and that a Communist- 
controlled government is not a Republic, 
members of Congress were probably play- 
ing it safe by issuing their warning to both 
the President and our Allies concerning the 
American attitude toward the admission of 


Red China.

Harshman’'s courage was severely blunted in the few days 
he attempted to maké the Giants forget the mistake they'd made 
on Mize. After nine games and a .125 average, he was remanded 
19 Minneapolis. while the son of the man who was to organize 
his pitching career took over. For Tookie Gilbert it was a 
struggle. too, but unready as he was. he finished out the year 
as the Giants’ first baseman, 


It was the next season that Harshman made the acquaint- 
ance of the right-field fence at Sulphur Dell. He sprayed home 
runs into the Nashville slaughter pens and from the Arkansas 
River to the Chattahoochee, but his batting average was con- 
atantly found down among the weak-sticking shortstops, second. 
string catchers and utility men. 


He was as mucha puzzle to himself as to the pitchers in the 
league.

Wilopo’s cabinet, which had 
weathéred the national crisis, 
caused by the split of the army, 
was toppled in a surprise move 
by Wilopo’s own Nationalist (PNI) 
party on a seemingly unimpor- 
tant land distribution project for 
Northeast Sumatra.

County officials Tuesday pre- 
dicted the value of residential 
construction undertaken in .De 
Kalb during the first six months 
of this year would top by at least 
two million dollars building fig- 
ures for the first half of 1952, a 
20 percent increase. 

The value of residential con- 
struction for which permits have 
been issued during the first five 
months of 1953 has already ex- 
ceeded that of building approved 
during the first six months of last 
year, Building Inspector Leon 
O’Neal reported. 

February, March, April and 
May have seen increases in build- 
ing values over those registered 
last year, O'Neal explained. A 
similar increase in June would 
put 1953 at least $2,000,000 over 
the half-year report of 1952. 

Permits for $10,150,000 in resi- 
dential construction were issued 
during the first half of 1952. Al- 
ready this year, the county has 
issued permits for building valued 
at $10,546,000. June figures last 
year were about $1,600,000. 

The May building report re- 
leased by O'Neal noted 304 per- 
mits issued for $2,145,000 in resi- 
dential construction. May figures 
last year were 243 permits for 
$1,770,000 in home building. 

The May report, however, fell 
short of the 386 permits issued 
during April of this year for 
$3,086,000 in residential building. 
O’Neal said the April construction 
was a record for that month of 
the year. ‘ 

In commercial construction, 
DeKalb during May issued 25 per- 
mits for $685,000 in work. May, 
1952, permits totaled six for $50,- 
900 in commercial building.

Insect Foe 


The old-fashioned fly swatter 
and the insect spray must con- 
tinue to combat insects in indi- 
vidual homes, but when flies and 
mosquitoes become community 
problems in DeKalb County, rein- 
forcement from the public health 
engineer is available. 

That was the way Dr. T. O. 
Vinson, DeKalb County’s health 
commissioner, described his de- 
partment work in insect control. 

‘“‘We can’t tackle individual 
problems involving the increased 
summer breeding of insects,’’ Vin- 
son explained, ‘‘but when a breed- 
ing area affects a whole neigh- 
borhood, we're ready to do some- 
thing about it.”’ 

Two of the county’s publie 
health engineers are trained in 
the operation of a mobile insect 
control unit that can help to 
knock out dangerous breeding 
places. 

The unit, developed last sum- 
mer, includes a large fogging and 
spraying unit mounted on a truck 
and hand-pump sprays for close- 
in fighting of the pests. 

A DDT spray or fog is usually 
used to destroy insect breeding 
places, Vinson said. The unit can 
quickly make_ slow-moving 
streams or stagnant pools highly 
unpleasant for mosquitoes, he 
said, and can neutralize vacant 
lot refuse piles to chase away 
breeding flies.
